Student movement: Towards free education

November 78; Rlmouskl CEGEP votes for an unlimited general strike to 
• protest worsening economic conditions of students and the Inadequacies • 
of the provincial loans and bursaries system. Within two weeks, tl 
spirals— the local movement becomes a national one and 100,000 CEGEP 
and university students from more than 30 Institutions go out on strike. 

Led by L’Association Nationale des Etudiante du Québec (ANEQ), the 
movement makes 12 specific demands concerning the loans and bursaries 

A long history 

The fight over free education Is not 
new to Quebec’s student movement. 

The movement has always centered its 
crusade for democratization' of educat- 
ion on the economic aspect (free' 
tuition, loans and bursaries, etc.), 
considering the latter as the core of 
education problems. 

. In 1945, the editors of the student 
newspaper at l’Université de Montréal 
demanded free tuition and access to 
education for the lower classes. In 1960 
Jean Lesage’s Liberal Party won the 
provincial election, with an electoral 
program which included free tuition at 
all levels. Unable to concretize the 
electoral promise, the Liberal govern- 
ment created the now famous loans and 
bursaries system "to alleviate economic 
Inequalities and affirm the state's role 
in financing education.’’ 

Meanwhile in 1964 students formed 
the first national association of stud- 
ents, l’Union Générale des Etudiants du 
Québec (UGEQ). The struggle for a 
francophone public university and 
against a hike in Interest on loans led to 
occupations and strikes in the late 
sixties. 

In the seventies, heightening econo- 
mic crises forced the government to 
drastically cut social affairs and educa- 
tion budgets. Inflation, unemployment 
and indebtedness made education more 
and more restricted. -

Autumn 79: Changes in the loans and bursaries have been minimal 
since last year’s strike. So ANEQ is organizing a new loans and bursaries 
campaign. Voted one of the two national priorities (the other being 
reorganization of the association^ at the Xlth Congress last October in 
Chicoutimi, the loans and bursaries fight will be waged on the same 
issues as last year ': financial conditions and right to education. 

independent status is a key to getting a 
substantial loan or bursary, its definit- 
ion in fact prevents the majority of 
students from access to it. 

A third basic demand calls for 
non-resident status for all students 
having left the family home. At the 
• moment, residence status is based on a 
"zone" system: If you live "x" miles 
from your parents’ home, you are 
recognized as a non-resident; If you live 
within that zone, at home or not, you 
are a resident, unless you fulfill 
conditions for independence -status. 
This Is clearly an anachronism consid- 
ering the actual social situation where a 
lot of students choose to live alone and 
independent. 

A fourth demand concerns the real 
needs of students. ANEQ says the 
system must take those needs into 
account when computing the subsist- 
ance allowances (these are theoretical 
computations of money needed for 
rent, food, etc.). It is estimated at $74 
(maximum amount of you are non-resi- 
dent and independent) weekly at the 
CEGEP level and $79 at the university 
level. However, a study by the students' 
association at Rimouskl CEGEP estim- 
ates those basic needs to be $103 per 
week. ANEQ asks also for these 
allowances to be fully Indexed.

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Schools stereotype women

Despite the movements for 
equality of women in recent 
years, women In universities 
still encounter stereotyped no- 
tions, which may be either 
subtle or manifest depending 
on the situation, said Margaret 
Gillet, McGill professor of 
education. 

Glllet is the former chairper- 
son of McGill's Senate Commi- 
ttee on Women (SCW), a group 
concerned with keeping wom- 
en’s Issues in the forefront. 

Women in the teaching prof- 
ession in Quebec still have not 
obtained parity with their male 
counterparts and earn between 
$1 ,000 and $4,000 per year less 
than males. The provincial 
salary gap Is wider now than it 
was In the early 70s. 

Approximately 18 pèr cent of 
the McGill teaching staff is 
female. These teachers were 
receiving $1,000 less In -salary 
than male teachers and Glllet 
does not believe matters have 
Improved much since then. 

One of the reasons more 
male teachers are hired is that

Gillet attributes this to a lack of 
confidence. 

‘‘The difficulty has been that 
women haven’t really capitali- 
zed on their achievements. 
They’ll go so far and then drop 
out. For a woman to be 
principal, she would have to 
have extraordinary drive," said 
Glllet.., 

"Women themselves are pre- 
judiced against women" be- 
cause they have been tradition- 
ally taught to believe that men 
have the Important ideas and 
that women are Intellectually 
Inferior. Another reason for 
salary disparity is that more 
women work part-time. 

Glllet feels that women have 
been written out of history for 
too long. She Is attempting to 
rectify this situation through 
her newest project, a book 
dealing with the history of 
women at McGill entitled We 
Walked Very Warily. In the book 
she examines the facts, Issues 
and people Involved In the 
making of history at McGill. 

Women were first admitted In 
1884, over 50 years after the 
university began functioning. 
At that time, female students 
were mainly concentrated In 
the Arts streams. They were not

Today, there is still a tend- 
ancy for female students to be 
distributed unevenly across fa- 
culties, with a noticeable lack 
of women In fields such as 
medicine, math and engineer- 
ing. This also holds true for 
McGill teachers. 

A 1978 study conducted by 
the Fédération des Associa- 
tions de Professeurs des Uni- 
versités du Québec (FAPUQ) 
compared salaries of male and 
female teachers at Laval Univ- 
ersity and McGill. The study, 
which dealt with selected de- 
partments within the universit- 
ies, found greater salary dis- 
crepancies at McGill. Laval 
teachers are In a better position 
to demand equal wages be-' 
cause they are unionized, un- 
like McGill professors. 

Although there has been a 
slight Increase In the number of 
female teachers slnce v the ’60s,' 
Glllet warned, "We mustn't 
mistake token jobs for a 
fundamental social change. We 
assume that we’ve ‘come a long 
way, baby,’ but we haven’t. It 
requires a lot of work to 
overcome the stereotypes and 
the complacency."

Trudeau: end of an era 



Pierre Trudeau’s resignation aq Liberal leader Is not unlike 
the end of the seventies. Both events were expected, yet 
both seem removed from our present day reality. 

In’fact, one could argue that It is Trudeau’s resignation 
that really signifies the decade's end. 

In 1968, when Trudeau was elected Prime Minister, the 
nation was In an optimistic mood. Trudeau had promised us 
"a just society," and its Implementation appeared imminent. 

This optimism was typical of the late sixties and early 
seventies. In the aftermath of Woodstock and the moon 
landing, change really did appear to be possible, 
v Appearances, however, can be deceiving. In October, 1970 
we found ourselves embroiled In our own Santo Domingo, 
complete with troops marching down St. Catherine Street. 

The United States lost Its Innocence with Vietnam; 
Canada was catapulted from the cradle by the October 
crisis. No longer could we assume that our democracy was 
sacrosanct. We suddenly realized just how fragile our rights 
and liberties really were. The “just society," once regarded 
as a certainty, now appeared to be nothing more than a pipe 
dream from another, more Innocent era. 

Canada left Its childhood under Trudeau’s rule, his 
continual flip-flops, his arrogance, and his Inability to deal 
with economic problems were the cause of many of the 
growing pains the nation encountered during the seventies. 
Yet these problems were only the symptoms of a deep 
malaise affecting the nation. < 

Many have accused Trudeau of falling In his duties, as If 
one individual could be responsible fora nation’s problems' 
As Prime Minister, It was his duty to lead the nation through 
the troubled times that prevailed. It was his duty to be 
honest with the Canadian people, and to follow the promises 
he made. From this standpoint he was far from successful. 

For all his shortcomings thoujh, Trudeau managed to 
make his mark on history. He did Initiate the widespread 
feeling that constitutional change Is a necessary requisite 
for Canada’s survival. His tenure also witnessed the creation 
of Petro Canada, the body that will probably be responsible 
for keeping us warm In the gloomy months ahead. 

Like the decade he ruled through, Trudeau is an enigma. 
Fils dream, our dream of a just society was never fulfilled; the 
decade s promise and optimism lie shattered In the squalor 
of the October crisis.

Comparing the risks of 
nuclear technology and non* 
conventional means of energy 
production has always been a 
controversial subject and 
Tuesday night's conference 
•"Nuclear or Solar?" was no 
exception. 

Dr. Herbert Inhaber of the- 
Atomic Energy Control Board 
(AECB), spoke on the results of 
AECB report 1119 "The risks of 
energy production" which he 
wrote. Using, a comprehensive 
methodology he computed the 
threat to occupational and 
public health and safety of 
various forms of energy 
technology. 

His conclusions: non* 
conventional sources of energy 
' (wind, solar, wood methanol 
and oceanic thermoelectric) 
were more dangerous In terms 
of overall deaths, accidents 
and disease than natural gas or 
jnuclear. Oil and coal were also 
found to be dangerous mainly 
because of the emission of 
pollutants during combustion. 

Many people contested 
Inhaber’s findings on nuclear 
power when the question 
period began. Gordon Edwards, 

• national chairperson of the 
Canadian Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsabillty, quoted a letter 
by AECB president Jon Jen* 
neklns: "With regard to the. 
relative rankings of energy 
sources as they appear in 
AECB-1119, I would caution 
anyone attempting to use them 
as a primary determinant In any 
decision-making process."

It Is being used 
by people who are actively 
promoting nuclear energy." 

An engineer in alternate 
technologies from the Brice 
Research Institute in Ste Anne* 
de-Bellevue said the 
methodology was faulty 
becabse Inhaber "was com- 
paring different modes of 
energy production with dif- 
ferent orders of magnitude. To 
arrive at the same unit of 
energy output for the purposes 
of comparison you must 
multiply the figure for 
decentrallzed solar for example 
by a factor of a few hundred 
and divide that for conventional 
big technology by a few hun- 
dred," he said.

At the moment, access to CEGEP 
education is still restricted to 26 per 
cent of Quebec’s population and at the 
university level, to 6 percent. To ask for 
free education or reforms of the loans 
and bursaries system as a means of 



democratization is legitimate; firstly, 
on the very concrete ground that it was 
part of the PQ’S electoral platform in 
1976, and secondly, because it is a way 
to affirm the right to education, and 
thirdly, that it protects the financial 
conditions of students (which ANEQ 
has to-do as a students' union). 

Free education is also a viable 
demand. State and corporate subsid- 
ies already account for 95 per cent of 
the cost of education; to raise 
government funding to cover the total 
cost would not be a prohibitive 
expense. 

Some say the reforms will only allow 
the rich to get richer: that they are 
bandaid solutions. This is the fault of 
the educational system in our society 



however. Denying the need for loans 
and bursaries reforms on such grounds 
is to forget that it will profit a lot of 
needy students. 

Free education will not elimîhate 
the fundamental inequalities in the 
education system and much less the 
Inequalities of the society itself. 
Children of the propertied classes will 
still be able to give their children a • 
better preparation to assimilate the 
information and culture transmitted in 
the classroom. 

But free education will at least do 
away with the economic discriminat- 
ion which keeps an overwhelming 
proportion of the youth of Quebec's 
working population out of colleges 
and universities.

The students, John Burke, 

Ibrahim Galadlmawa and Jean-

crutches as part of a course 
project. 

The new design Is based on 
the principle of displacing the 
center of gravity of the crutch 
while It is In motion. The new 
model crutch features an arc 
base rather than the standard 
stick end. . 

The displacement of the 
center of gravity resulting from 
the movement of the arc Ideally 
gives the user, more momentum 
and control over his motion. 

The angle of the arc Is 
adjustable, depending on the 
height of the user, and the arc 
can be reversed for going down 
stairs or a ramp.
